So we 
are printing as many as possible of the de- 
licious recipes you have sent for this “Berry 
Basket” Exchange. 

Berry measurements in these recipes are 
based on berries that have been picked over, 
washed, and hulled. If your berries are 
zood, 1 pint will yield 2 cups of prepared 
nerries; 1 quart, 4 cups. If you are not — 
your berries right away, pick them over an 
store in the refrigerator (if you have the 
space, it is a good idea to spread them in 
one layer on a tray). Never hull berries be- 
fore washing; never wash before storing, 
for once they are washed they spoil rapidly. 
To wash, place in a colander or strainer and 
dip parE in and out of cold water. Then 
drain, hull, and stem. 

When the fresh berries have gone their 
way, don’t overlook the possibilities of the 
frozen and canned varieties. They are de- 
licious, too, and can be substituted for fresh 
berries in most recipes. With them, anytime 
is berrytime! 


@ Now for our first recipe, which comes 
from Donna Radloff, of Appleton, Wiscon- 
sin. This angel-light dessert may also be 
made with fresh raspberries, blackberries, 
loganberries, or boysenberries. 
MARSHMALLOW BERRY DELIGHT 
1 cup fine graham- Ye pound marshmallows 
cracker crumbs % cup milk 
% cup butter or 1 cup cream 
margarine, melted 1% cups sliced fresh 
2 tablespoons sugar strawberries 
Mix crumbs, butter, and sugar. Press into 
an 8”x8”x2” pan or an 8” piepan. Chill. 
Heat marshmallows in milk over hot water, 
stirring until melted. Remove from heat and 
let cool 15 minutes. Whip cream and add, 
with strawberries, to marshmallow mixture, 
stirring just to mix. Pour over cracker crust. 
Chill 2 to 3 hours, but do not freeze. Makes 
6 servings. 
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@ This is one of our own favorites—a de- 
licious, simple dessert that has been popular 
since great-grandmother’s day. 
BLACKBERRY FLUMMERY 
2 cups fresh blackberries % cup sugar 
1 cup water % teaspoon salt 
Y% cup quick-cooking 1 tablespoon lemon 
tapioca juice 
Place berries and water in saucepan. Bring 
to a boil, then simmer 5 minutes. Strain, 
pressing pulp and juice through a sieve. 
Measure and place in saucepan. Add enough 
water to make 2% cups. Add tapioca, sugar, 
and salt. Cook and stir over medium heat 
until mixture comes to a full boil. Add lemon 
juice. Remove from heat and let stand 15 to 
20 minutes, without stirring. Then stir just 
enough to mix. Chill. Serve with whipped 
cream or sour cream. Makes 5 servings.

Combine 
egg and milk. Stir gradually into flour mix- 
ture.

Y% teaspoon allspice 1 bottle fruit pectin 
Place berries in a large saucepan. Add 
sugar and spices and mix well. Bring to a 
full, rolling boil over high heat. Boil briskly 
1 minute. Remove from heat and stir in 
pectin immediately. Skim, and stir for 5 
minutes. Pour into sterilized glasses and 
cover with paraffin.

She suggests that you try 
other fruit-flavored gelatines, like straw- 
berry, and fresh or frozen berries. 
RASPBERRY PARFAIT PIE 
1 package raspberry- 1 pint vanilla ice cream 
flavored gelatin 1% cups red rasp- 
1% cups hot water berries 
1 baked 9” pie shell ‘ 
Dissolve gelatin in hot water. (If you 
have berry juice, combine it with enough 
water to make the required amount.) Add 
ice cream by spoonfuls, stirring until melted. 
Chill until thickened, but not set. Fold in 
raspberries and pour into cool pie shell.

small, black or gray or bronze, makes a 
dignified and playful pet. He’s a smart 
fellow who learns his lessons easily, is well 
behaved—and a devoted companion. 

His small size and short hair give the 
dachshund his claim to popularity. He re- 
quires little grooming, can be trained to 
the newspaper, and will give a minimum of 
bother in a small apartment household. 

Terriers of all  sorts—wirehair, Irish, 
Welsh, Scottish, Airedale, and others—are 
charming fellows to have about. If you 
like plenty of action, the terrier is your 
el Perhaps the Scotty is a wee bit more 
serious than the rest of the tribe. But he’s 
a terrier. All terriers are lively and lots of fun. 

If you've thought it over and are sure 
you know what sort of dog your dog should 
be, then perhaps you're ready to go shop- 
ping for him. If there’s a car in the family, 
better ride out and buy him at the country 
kennel where he was born. Very probably 
the kennel specializes in one particular 
breed, and you will have a chance to select 
your own puppy for some individual char- 
acteristic that appeals to you. Besides, here 
in the country, with less crowding of dogs 
of all sorts and ages, the danger of dis- 
temper is lessened—although this can de- 
velop later, of course, in any puppy’s life. 

Get a strong, perfect puppy, and be pre- 
pared to pay what he costs. Be sure to get his 
pedigree. You may wish to “show” him 
sometime. For this, pedigree is essential. 


Now you're off to the great adven- 
ture. You have a baby that must be fed 
and cared for, nw | and educated, by 
you! His future is what you make of him. 
But please don’t expect too much of your 
pup at first. Remember he’s just a baby 
and his capacity for grasping your com- 
mands is limited. Give him time. However, 
don’t be too lenient. Many a dog has been 
spoiled for life by too much coddling in 
puppyhood. Take him out as often as pos- 
sible on the first day: he must learn the 
difference between “out” and “in” and what 
is expected of him when “out.” Feed him 
frequently and take him outdoors immedi- 
ately after meals. That way you'll house- 
break him quickly. Most dogs learn clean 
habits pa and can be relied upon, if 
taken out regularly. 

Don’t attempt to teach your dog tricks 
immediately. But gradually, during the first 
year of his life, you can train him to under- 
stand and do your bidding: to come to heel, 
to sit, to lie down. Some dogs are instinc- 
tive retrievers and love to carry a package 
for their mistress. Give your dog this oppor- 
tunity to express his devotion. Your friends 
will admire his skill and your ability as a 
dog trainer. 

To be healthy and strong and smart, your 
young friend must be well-fed. Don’t expect 
your pup to thrive on canned foods exclu- 
sively. He needs raw meat, and bones to 
sharpen his teeth on. In off hours, keep him 
supplied with dog biscuits, and avoid feed- 
ing him table scraps. See that his bowl 
is filled with fresh water constantly. 

When your dog is fully grown, he should 
be fed once daily, with biscuits at intervals. 
His main meal should be in the evening, just 
before you have yours, with a short walk 
right after his meal. In the morning he may 
have a biscuit or a bit of cereal, but the

one evening meal is his real feeding. With 
a puppy it is different. He is growing and 
7 need four or five light meals a day. 
Before he is six months old, eliminate one 
of these meals, then gradually try to hold 
him to three; later to two; when he is an 
adult, to one. 

Raw meat is essential to every dog’s diet. 
Puppies should have lean meat ground for 
them. Feed it to your puppy a bit at a time, 
to prevent gobbling, for dogs are greed 
fellows. Most heanele will provide you with 
directions for feeding, and pet-shop at- 
tendants can give good advice too. A good 
book on dog care is a “must” for any 
thoughtful dog owner. 

Most dogs, like humans, need a_periodi- 
cal checkup. Don’t wait until he’s ill or 
full of fever. That may be too late. Even 
if it means a sacrifice in time and in money, 
you will be repaid in the long run if you 
carry out your full responsibility. A dog 
is fun and companionship, but he is also 
a living thing that dasa on you. Part of 
the joy of owning him is knowing you will 
never fail him, as he will never faii you. 

Dogs are intuitive. Your pet will know 
whether you really like him, and if you 
don’t, it will break his heart. He has a 
blind loyalty unknown to any other crea- 
ture—the kind of loyalty that would make 
him lay down his life for you, if that were 
necessary. As Virginia’s ex-Senator George 
B. Vest said in his famous plea before a 
court, “A dog loves whether his master is 
rich or poor, whether he is good or bad; 
the dog follows him anywhere and does as 
he is bidden without question.” 


It you have taken great thought 
before choosing your pet, you are not likely 
to be disappointed. And yet it could happen 
that, for one reason or another, you are not 
able to keep your dog. Perhaps the family is 
moving and it is impossible to take him 
along to some distant city. Or, in spite of 
all the planning and forethought, you dis- 
cover his temperament is not suited to yours, 
or the care he requires is more than you 
can give. If this should happen, be sure to 
find him a good home while he is still 
young. Don’t take him to a Seng beg en 
center. Dog “homes” do their best, but they 
are frequently overcrowded. Such a place 
is not good for your dog and will make him 
feel rejected. Be fair. Find him a home 
where he is sure to be appreciated. 

When I look back to the dogs of my own 
girlhood, the joy they gave me and the care 
I lavished on them, I hope and _ believe 
that disappointment in a dog will not be 
yours. My memory is bright with the images 
of my dog rirnae My first was a brindle 
Great Dane named Daisy, my nurse and 
guardian when I was a mere toddler. An 
Airedale, named Brownie, followed her, 
and I can still see him frolicking after my 
horse when I went riding. There were 
others—a succession of dogs in all sizes and 
shapes and colors. I loved them, one and 
all, and they returned my affection. 

Don’t rush out to buy a dog. Wait and 
watch your friends with their pets. Wait 
until you know enough and are sure you 
care enough. Until you just can’t help your- 
self! Then look for the dog that can be 
really yours! He'll be more than a plaything, 
be sure of that. He'll be the friend you have 
to live up to—the pal who adores you and 
learns from you, and teaches you dignity, 
kindness, and devotion. THE END

knock-kneed. I eat all the time but I 
can’t seem to gain weight. Do you think 
I will develop the rest of my figure in 
time, or am I making too much fuss 
over something unimportant? I wear a 
bra but no girdle. Do you think I should 
wear one?

Dear Ruth—First, if your breasts are devel- 
oping rapidly at your age, it is important 
that your bra fit properly. Be sure that it is 
one which gives support without binding. 
Second, if you are worried about the lack of 
hip and leg development, you must plan 
a course of exercises for yourself which will 
help this portion of your body. You do not 
want merely to add fat. What you need 
are muscles developed sufficiently to give 
your hips and thighs a graceful, well-pro- 
portioned line. The best exercises are those 
that involve actually doing something, rather 
than the type you do at home for reducing 
or suppleness, which we have given so 
many times in THE AMERICAN GIRL. 
Swimming is a wonderful developer for all 
your body muscles—as is bowling or roller 
skating. Bicycle riding and long walks are 
helpful. They develop the muscles of your 
inner thighs which will help disguise your 
knock-knees. Do you stand correctly? Knock- 
knees can be an indication of wrong body 
balance. In “Check Your Figure” in the 
January, 1953 American Girv there is a 
paragraph telling you how to stand properly 
and thus balance yourself correctly. If your 
tendency to knock-knees continues I would 
advise your consulting a foot specialist. It 
may be that your shoes need corrective 
lifts for what is called “imbalance,” mean- 
ing that you are carrying the weight of 
your body on one side of your feet, rather 
than definitely on the balls of the feet. This 
imbalance can cause not only knock-knees 
but wrong swing to your hips, and back- 
aches as you grow older. Meanwhile check 
your stance in a full-length mirror. The 
center of your hips, your knees, and 
your ankles should be in a straight line. 
If they are not, walking on a straight line 
such as a crack in the floor or the mark- 
ings on a basketball court is a good cor- 
rective exercise for balance. You say you 
eat but do not gain weight. If that means 
you eat a lot between meals—and possibly 
the wrong foods—you may be keeping your 
poor little innards so busy they never have 
a chance to digest the fodder you stuff 
down, and translate it into good solid .flesh. 
Three regular meals, well-proportioned and 
plentiful, are all you need, with perhaps a 
snack of cookies and milk in the afternoon. 
With your figure you should need only a 
light girdle or just a garter belt to keep 
your stockings neat when you wear them.

Aides to Voters in Mas- 
sapequa, New York, 
keep children happy 
while parents vote 


THE DISTINCTION OF being the first 
Girl Scout troop in the country to work 
on the new My Government badge goes to 
Troop 81 in Garden City, New York. The 
girls began by visiting the various depart- 
ments and agencies of their town and county 
governments. Then a member of the League 
of Women Voters attended a troop meeting 
to discuss voting procedures, registration, 
primaries, elections. She also showed the 
girls how to use a demonstration voting 
machine she had brought with her. 

At another troop meeting a discussion of 
citizenship responsibility was led by the head 
of the civics ee of the junior high 
school. One meeting was given over to skits 
to demonstrate what the girls felt they had 
learned up to that point. One patrol drama- 
tized outdated laws and the necessity for 
their repeal; another showed how an Aide 
to Voters project could be carried out. 

The troop has found people eager to help. 
The librarian arranged a shelf of reference 
material that would be helpful, and set up 
an exhibit of the new badge in the library. 
At the election of the town’s new mayor, 
the girls were allowed to watch the actual

voting, and each one was shown how to 
locate her home on a precinct map, and to 
find out in which election district she lived. 
From the chief of police they learned about 
local ordinances covering speed limits, the 
use of bicycles, learners’ permits. 

In June the town will vote on a bond issue 
for a proposed new high school. This, of 
course, is a very important matter to the 
girls, and they have offered their services 
to the superintendent of schools. They will 
distribute informative material, and _ will 
serve as Aides to Voters by conducting a 
baby-sitting service. 

The whole troop is enthusiastic about the 
new badge. When they have completed the 
requirements the girls plan to have a Court 
of Awards at which they will say “thank 
you” to all the people who have helped them. 
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FIRST to take up the My Government 
badge in the Glen Ellyn, Illinois, Coun- 
cil was Troop 22. A member of this troop 
was one of two Girl Scouts chosen to help 
govern their community at an annual affair 
when Boy Scouts take over town offices for a 
day. During the recent Presidential election 
the troop also ran a successful baby-sitting 
service as- an Aide to Voters project. Last 
fall, the girls of the troop were awarded an 
American flag for a prize-winning letter on 
nature study which they wrote after a trip 
to the Chicago Museum of Natural History. 

This troop, too, has found officials of the 
town very willing to help them, and en- 
thusiastic about the My Government badge. 
A member of the League of Women Voters is 
acting as consultant for the girls in their 
badge work in this field. To remind the 
community about a series of local spring 
elections, the troop made a large voting 
calendar for the League of Women Voters 
which was put in a bank window in the 
business section. The girls are currently 
studying local ordinances, and the distri- 
bution of the tax dollar at local and State 
levels. 
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The local branch of the League of Women 
Voters has been so impressed with the in- 
terest and enthusiasm of the girls working 
on the My Government badge that it plans 
to organize a permanent committee that will 
help similarly interested groups with legis- 
lative and governmental information. 


oe COMMUNITY CO-OPERATION has 
played an important part in the suc- 
cess of the citizenship program of the Mas- 
sapequa, New York, Girl Scouts. In the 
Get-Out-The-Vote campaign the Scouts 
served as Aides to Voters, manning three 
child-care centers. The school board allowed 
them to use classrooms in schools near 
polling places, and six qualified volunteer 
Girl Scouts, under the supervision of two 
adults, were assigned to each center. The 
girls made the striped arm bands and trefoils 
which they wore on duty, and made the 
plans to care for and entertain the children. 
Some of the little ones were unhappy when 
their parents left them; but they soon joined 
the work and play groups—and many of them 
protested vigorously when parents came to 
take them home! Officials and parents told 
the girls that the centers were a worthwhile 
and helpful service. 

In another citizenship activity, Senior 
Troop 128 took over a meeting of the Town 
Board, filling the positions of the various 
officials. In preparation for this, the girls 
received a thorough briefing from the men 
on the duties and functions of the different 
offices. The Community Library arranged an 
exhibit of Girl Scout material and reference 
books connected with the My Government 
badge. At the Town Board meeting the Girl 
Scout “mayor” showed the new badge and 
explained the Girl Scout citizenship program. 


This is only a sampling of the many com- 
munities in which Girl Scouts are doing 
excellent work in the field of good citizen- 
ship. The American Heritage Foundation 
recognized their work by awarding a Na- 
tional First Prize to seven Girl Scout councils 
for their outstanding co-operation in last 
fall’s Get-Out-The-Vote campaign. Special 
citations also were awarded by the Foun- 
dation to two hundred and _ forty-three 
councils and to three lone troops for their 
work in the same campaign. 


ae FROM ALL OVER the country Seniors 
will gather again this summer at the 
All-States Encampment near Cody, Wyom- 
ing, a few miles from Yellowstone Park. 
Girls of different racial and economic back- 
grounds and religions will live together dur- 
ing August, sharing good times in a common 
bond of Scouting. 

Last summer ninety-six girls from forty- 
three States attended the camp. Hiking -and 
horseback riding, overnight and pack trips 
are some of the outdoor activities. Campfire 
discussions on everything from service proj- 
ects to international co-operation open new 
avenues of understanding. Square dances, 
movies, campfires, trail trips, and exploration 
hikes round out a program largely planned 
by the girls themselves. 
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Headline News in Girl Scouting 


Each year the Seniors who attend this 
Encampment come away filled with en- 
thusiasm. “This summer is one I will never 
forget,” wrote a Senior from Kingsport, 
Tennessee. “Nor will I soon forget the girls 
I met. I am certain that if there are as 
many wonderful Girl Scouts in other parts 
of the world as there were at Cody, all we 
need is time to make a happy, peaceful 
world.” 


vga BRIGHT MOONLIGHT lay over the 
wooded hilltop at Camp Singing Hills. 
It. was the last campfire, and Senior Troop 
43 from Oil City, Pennsylvania, had planned 
a special program. Suddenly from far down 
the hillside came a man’s cry of “Help!” and 
the frantic barking of dogs. Startled, the 
campers listened tensely. Then, as the calls 
and_ barking continued, one of the adults 
ran to the camp lodge and, breaking in on a 
party-line telephone conversation, sent out 
a call for help. 

It was the troop’s first camping trip, and 
their leaders wisely decided that none of 
them would venture into the woods until 
men familiar with the area arrived. Mean- 
while they called over and over, shouting 
that help was on the way. 

In a short time a car arrived, and the 
men searched the woods without success. 
Deciding that it had been a false alarm, they 
left, telling the Scouts to call them again 
if they needed them. Scarcely had they gone 
when the calls began again, and once more 
the Scouts telephoned for help. More men 
arrived shortly, and the search was renewed. 
The Scouts made further telephone calls 
which brought additional help, and the 
search spread over an pe or area. As 
they waited for word from the search parties, 
the girls reviewed emergency first-aid pro- 
cedures, prepared hot drinks, and served the 
searchers. 

The calls continued, but it was several 
hours before two of the men found a serious- 
ly injured hunter who had fallen from a tree 
into a run thirty feet below. Although he 
had been only three quarters of a mile from 
the camp, the hills surrounding the deep 
valley in which he lay had distorted the 
sound of his voice and made it difficult to 
trace his calls. More telephoning brought an 
ambulance, to which the injured man was 
carried out on an improvised stretcher. 

The hunter eventually recovered, and the 
Oil City Scouts were thankful and happy 
that they had been instrumental in saving 
his life. 


INTERMEDIATE TROOP 4 in Gainesville, 

Florida, reports a varied and interest- 
ing program. The girls’ outdoor activities 
include basketball and volleyball, and hikes 
and nature walks on which they have col- 
lected material for the terrariums which they 
are making from gallon-size glass jars. 

An interesting craft project has been mak- 
ing “lifetime” notebooks. For these they used 
masonite board for the front and back covers. 
Three holes for binding were drilled in each 


cover. Next, each girl cut out her name from 
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colored paper and pasted it securely to the 
front cover. The covers were then shellacked, 
inside and out. In these notebooks the girls 
will bind a complete record of their Girl 
Scout activities and badge work. Other troops 
in Gainesville liked the idea so well that 
they are making similar notebooks. 

Work on the Sewing badge has been 
another troop project. Each girl made a 
sewing box E which started life as a cigar 
box) and equipped it according to the badge 
requirements. At the P. K. Yonge Laboratory 
School, some of the girls from Troop 4 
helped to make curtains for their classroom, 
each one painting a curtain panel in an 
original landscape design. And the whole 


troop had a lot of fun acting as audience— 
and critics|-when two of the girls chose 
Troop Dramatics for badge work. 
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so on. Some of the girls waited on customers, 
while others cut out, fried, and sugared 
dozens and dozens of doughnuts. When the 
last customer had been served and the dimes 
totaled up, the girls agreed, “It was a suc- 
cess—and wasn’t it fun!” 


i) THE GOOD GROOMING BADGE was an 
interesting, and personally rewarding, 
activity for the members of Troop 215 in 
Baltimore, Maryland. In addition to their 
reading and discussions, the girls received 
practical help when the owner of a neigh- 
borhood beauty shop invited the troop to 
come to her shop after closing hours. 

The owner and her assistant shampooed 
and set the hair of several girls, while the 
others watched. Then they talked to the 
troop on correct care of skin and hair; care

HELPING NAVAJO INDIAN children has 
been a special project of Troop 17 in 
Modesto, California. The troop has used its 
own funds to buy material for layettes for 
Navajo babies, and all the members helped 
to embroider and finish the nightgowns, 
sacks, and bibs. 

When the troop was invited to a lecture 
about the Navajos, the girls took with them 
storybooks, coloring books and crayons, small 
toys and games. These were given to the 
lecturer for distribution to children on the 
Navajo reservation.

Gibsonburg, Ohio, raised the nice sum of 
sixty-five dollars for this year’s March of 
Dimes. It was held in the salesroom of the 
Toledo Edison Company, where the com- 
pany’s home demonstrator supervised the 
Senior Scouts as they made the doughnuts in 
the model kitchen. 

The sale catered to Saturday shoppers,

The dancers simu- 
lated “a tightrope walker,” balancing herself 
on a line; the circus barker with a high silk 
hat; freaks such as the “fat boy,” the “sword 
swallower,” the “dog-faced boy.” There were 
several clowns, and one of them ran the 
record player that furnished the music. There 
was a “parade of the fairy tales,” and skits 
that included “Cinderella,” “Three Little 
Kittens,” “Three Men in a Tub.” 

If your group is fond of choral singing, 
try dramatizing some of the old ballads like 
“Three Blind Mice,” which you can have 
free by writing to Oleda Schrottky. The 
“Girl Scout Song Book” has others: “Sir 
Eglamore,” for instance—a story similar to 
St. George and the dragon, and easy to do 
dramatically. Or you might do a Stephen 
Foster program. If dancing is your great 
love, arrange a program of folk dances. The 
pamphlet “Promenade All” will give you 
help on this, and you can have it by lee 
forty-five cents to Order Dept., Girl Scout 
National Headquarters, 155 East 44th Street, 
New York 17, New York. 

Perhaps you and your friends love water 
sports and are seldom out of a bathing suit 
in summer. Then, why not a water ballet? 
One troop of Girl Scouts practiced all winter 
in the high school swimming pool, with the 
aid of an instructor from the local recreation 
department. When summer came _ they 
helped organize a ballet in an outdoor 
swimming pool. All the best young swimmers 
in their town took part, with diving and 
“synchronized swimming” and underwater 
displays—and a big crowd cheering. Swim- 
ming can make a good show and encourage 
others to become proficient, too. For help 
with your ballet, contact the representative 
of the Amateur Athletic Union in your 
community; or you might see if your public 
library has Olive McCormick’s “Water Pag- 
eants, Games and Stunts.” 

Have we found something yet that hits 
you as the real secret of fun in the out-of- 
doors that can be shared with others? Don’t 
worry—there are plenty of ideas that can 
be tapped. A group of girls who like quiet 
get-togethers organized knitting parties pic- 
nic style in their park, and got some very 
experienced knitters to put on occasional 
demonstrations of “how-to-do.” 

Then there were the girls who lived in a 
suburb where many back gardens adjoined. 
The girls won the permission of the residents 
to establish a “nature trail” that wended its 
way through many properties. They placed 
markers on trees a flowers and rock for- 
mations, and invited friends from school to 
come through. Another group asked _per- 
mission of the park authorities to establish 
a municipal nature trail. Of course, such a 
trail demands study and knowledge; it is 
not something you can finish and leave to 
take care of itself. You must know when 
the various flowers com: to bloom, .and 
change your markers. You can make these 
of wood or metal. They are often hung by 
wires to a tree branch, or attached to a post 
stuck in the ground so as not to damage the 
plants. 

Summer is “fun” time—and many paths 
lead to it. If it’s fun shared, it’s fun multi- 
plied.

Nonfiction Award 


Time—Whenever you have any to spare. 

Place—A comfortable spot in your garden 
or park. ‘ 

Admission—A few slices of stale bread or 
some birdseed. 

Age—No limit. You are never too young or 
too old. 

Requirements—Patience and an interest in 
birds. 

What I have learned from watching birds: 

Sparrows have more nerve than any other 
birds and will come up the steps after crumbs. 
They are the first to show up when feed is 
put out. 

The blackbird is very smart and dips the 
stale bread into the birdbath to soften it. 

Starlings, blackbirds, robins, sparrows, 
catbirds, and brown thrasher will eat near 
each other, but when the bluejay comes, they 
all fly away. The sparrows are least afraid. 

Sparrows bathe in the water that collects 
at the bottom of cabbage leaves. They also 
bathe in sand. 

The robin marches up and down the rows 
of plants and picks bugs and worms from 
cabbage and lettuce plants. He loves earth- 
worms. 

The brown thrasher and sparrows love 
mulberries. 

Goldfinch show up mostly at the end of 
summer for the sunflower seeds. 

The hummingbird sticks its beak into the 
gladiola flowers. Sometimes he sits on the 
clothesline. He comes mostly toward eve- 
ning. 

Starlings usually appear in groups, some- 
times quite large. They eat like hogs. 

The Baltimore oriole is a very good fighter. 
I saw him fight our pet squirrel, who went 
up the weeping-willow tree and stole the 
oriole’s eggs. The next day they abandoned 
the nest, which I have in my collection. 

I never saw the oriole come down for food 
or water. 

A pair of sandpipers come up on our lawn. 
This is the first year they have come up this 
close. They run along the ground and fly 
very close to the ground. 

A woodpecker lives in the tree in the yard 
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next door. The tree is very tall, and he rat- 
tat-tats away early in the morning. 

Sometimes a blackbird tries to get into the 
little birdhouse on top of the tall tree. 
Maybe he wants to steal the eggs, because 
the birds raise quite a fuss. 

The catbird mews like a hungry kitten and 
sometimes we think there is a lost kitten 
in the yard. ; 

I never saw any other birds take a bath in 
the birdbath except the sparrows. The others 
just take a drink. 

I have many hobbies but when I want to 
relax and still enjoy myself outdoors, I scat- 
ter the crumbs and wait. Try it. It’s fun.

The Flood 
Nonfiction Award 


The serious floods on the southeast coast 
of England have been a terrible disaster. 

Many holiday resorts with their gaily 
colored funfairs and flimsy pleasure boat 
piers have been literally swept off the map, 
with appalling loss of life and property. As 
you have probably read, there has not been 
such a flood since the fifteenth century. In 
many places, the age-old sea-repelling cliffs 
have been undermined, and they have just 
crumbled into the sea, taking with them 
hotels, houses, and lighthouses, and causing 
the death toll to rise higher and higher. 

In low-lying islands such as Canvey Island, 
in the River Thames, the squally gales and 
the angry seas have lashed great breaches in 
the seemingly invincible sea defences, and 
have left the houses, after the fifteen-fcet 
deep floods have been subsiding for a week, 
full of mud and debris—that is, if they are 
still standing. Canvey Island has the highest 
human death toll for one area in the British 
Isles, and in many districts thousands of 
valuable breeding stock have perished. Many 
farms in the low-lying districts of Norfolk 
and in the reclaimed marsh areas of Essex, 
which I know so well, have had their care- 
fully tended fields submerged by muddy 
waters for over a week now with almost a 
total loss of spring grain crops, livestock, 
and equipment. However, when the floods go 
down, these men will go back to the dis- 
heartening job of redraining, desalting, re- 
fertilizing and resowing their fields. 

There is now a great job before the British 
government, the job of financing the re- 
establishment of many flooded towns and 
villages, and above all, the rebuilding of the 
weakened and battered sea defenses, so that 
so great a disaster as this can never happen 
again.
